REGION  COLLEGES 
TO  SPONSOR  MODEL 
LEAGUE  OF  NATIONS 


Exact  League  Procedure  Will 
Be  Followed  To  Acquaint 
Students  With  System 

DENVER,  Colorado,  Nov.  14 — 
University  students  of  the  entire  re- 
gion will  combine  to  sponsor  a model 
assembly  of  the  League  of  Nations 
in  Denver  next  spring.  Exact  proce- 
dure approved  by  the  League  will  be 
followed  in  tbe  sessions  and  real  pro- 
blems of  international  importance  will 
be  discussed  from  an  agenda  prepared 
in  advance. 

As  far  as  may  be  practical,  stu- 
dents native  to  the  countries  which 
they  represent  will  comprise  the  dele- 
gations. These  persons  will  be  train- 
ed in  seminar  classes  with  a special 
reading  course  suggested  by  experts 
in  problems,  of  international  relations. 

This  is  the  first  significant  effort  to 
introduce  the  League  of  Nations  to 
students  and  citizens  of  the  Rocky 
Mountain  region.  Several  University 
of  Denver  groups  have  already  pled- 
ged support  and  city  and  state  offi- 
cials have  intimated  unofficially  that 
they  will  join  the  University  in  the 
venture.

DR.  LTMAN  EXPLODES 
SGROOL  CLOSING  ROMOR 
IN  SPIRITED  ADDRESS 


Says  Problem  Is  One  Of  Finance 
Which  Will  Be  Met  By 
The  Alumni 

Graphically  Points  Out  School  As 
Banyan  Tree  With  Loyal 
Supporters 

“The  Brigham  Young  University 
will  not  be  closed,”  was  the  message 
which  Apostle  Richard  R.  Lyman  of 
the  council  of  the  twelve  and  presi- 
dent of  the  Alumni  of  the  institution, 
brought  to  the  students  and  faculty 
assembled  in  Devotional  exercises 
Wednesday  morning.  He  spoke  of 
the  closing  of  other  Church  Schools 
and  pointed  out  that  this  action  had 
been  beneficial  to  the  communities 
concerned  and  the  Church  as  a 
whole,  but  stated  that  as  long  as  this 
school  was  training  men  and  women 
capable  of  preaching  the  Gospel  to 
educated  classes  of  people;  developing 
the  little  differences  in  character  that 
make  success  possible,  developing 
clean  hearts,  high  ideals  and  the  abil- 
ity to  resist  temptations,  the  school 
would  be  maintained. 

Problem  is  One  of  Finance 

The  problem  which  it  at  the  bottom 
of  any  agitation  to  close  the  institu- 
tion, is  one  of  finance.  President 
Lyman  described  a campaign  that  is 
to  be  launched  by  the  Alumni  organi- 
zation to  request  friends  of  the  in- 
stitution and  former  students  to  ‘ex- 
press their  regard  for  the  B,  Y.  U. 
in  a substantial  way. 

He  compared  the  school  to  a Ban- 
yan tree  about  to  be  cut  down,  but 
with  a multitude  of  students  assem- 
bled in  protest  quoting  the  old  familiar 
verse,  “Woodman  spare  that  tree 
touch  not  a single  bough  in  youth 
it  sheltered  me,  and  I’ll  protect  it 
now.” 

The  music  for  the  assembly  was 
furnished  by  the  mixed  chorus.  Pray- 
er was  offered  by  Dean  L.  John  Nut- 
tal.

KISSING  RULES 


Eleven  rules  for  the  guidance  of 
kissers  were  issued  by  the  Kansas 
Board  of  Health  and  the  United  States 
Public  Health  Service. 

The  instructions,  published  in  th< 
Communicator,  organ  of  the  health 
services,  as  “Health  Rules  for  nurs- 
es and  Teachers,”  follows: 

Don’t  kiss  in  crowded  places. 

Don’t  on  trains,  at  fairs  and  food 
shows,  in  theatres,  department  chain 
groceries  or  elevators. 

Don’t  kiss  in  any  poorly  ventilated 
room.  There  must  be  plenty  of  fresh 
air.  It  is  a prime  necessity. 

Never  kiss  in  movie  or  picture 
houses. 

Guard  against  sudden  changes  in 
temperature  when  kissing.  Kissing  in 
a coon-skin  coat  one  minute  and 
lighter  apparel  the  next  is  extremely 
dangerous. 

Don’t  kiss  any  person  who  has 
chills  and  fever. 

Avoid  kissing  anyone  who  has  the 
flu  or  any  other  contagious  or  he- 
reditary disease. 

At  a party  where  postoffice  and 
similiar  games  are  played,  be  sure  to 
gargle  frequently. 

It  you  fee!  "all  in”  after  kissing  or 
being  kissed,  take  a hot  mustard  foot 
bath  and  avoid  drafts. 

Be  on  your  guard  against  contract- 
ing or  disseminating  any  ailment  or 
disuse  of  any  kind  or  description. 

If  you  must  practice  the  art  of  kiss- 
ing do  it  on  the  quiet  and  not  tempt 
others.

EDUCATIONAL  CONTRACTS 
WITH  AMERICAN  RED  CROSS 
SHOW  SIGNIFICANT 
TREND 


Addressing  an  audience  at  Harvard 
last  summer,  an  official  of  the 
American  National  Red  Cross  ob- 
served that  multitudinous  forces  were 
striving  continuously  to  penetrate  th^ 
surrounding  walls  of  the  country’s 
educational  system,  to  impress  it  in 
some  way,  influence  its  trends,  or 
utilize  it  otherwise. 

The  fact  that  these  well  springs  of 
education  are  so  guarded  makes  it 
especially  significant  that  the  Ameri- 
can Red  Cross  is  accepted  at  in- 
creasingly numerous  points  of  con- 
tact between  its  services  and  those 
of  educational  bodies  and  institu- 
tions throughout  the  nation. 

Today,  in  Physical  Education  de- 
partments of  leading  universities,  the 
American  Red  Cross  course  in  Swim- 
ming and  Life  Saving  and  First  Aid 
is  standard.  Some  of  these  courses 
originally  were  conducted  by  Red 
Cross  - representatives,  and  are  now 
continued  under  experts  trained  and 
qualified  according  to  Red  Cross  re- 
quirments.  Some  of  the  best  in- 
structors in  these  subjects  who  have 
served  on  the  Red  Cross  staff  former- 
ly were  college  athletes,  members  of 
swimming  teams,  crews,  etc. 

Women’s  colleges  not  alone  have 
adopted  the  Red  Cross  courses  in 
Home  Hygiene  and  Care  of  the  Sick, 
and  Nutrition,  but  many  give  credits 
for  completion,  including  extension 
credits  to  teachers  who  take  these 
courses. 

These  university  contacts  of  the 
Red  Cross  are  fitting  cap-stones  to 
foundations  laid  in  the  primary 
grades,  and  extending  through  hig« 
school  and  preparatory  years,  modifi- 
cations of  the  aforementioned  Red 
Cross  courses  being  used  with  credits 
granted  by  a number  of  schools  for 
completion. 

The  combination  of  infusion  oi 
ideals  of  service  with  practical  in- 
struction enabling  the  individual  stu- 
dents to  render  such  service  in  a 
material  as  well  as  spiritual  sense, 
makes  the  appeal  of  the  Red  CroSs. 
It  leads,  as  the  students  matures,  te 
a deeper  interest  frequently  exempli- 
fied in  community  service  in  later 
life.  Here  too,  the  Red  Cross  stands 
ready,  its  local  Chapters  the  medium 
for  such  service. 

Strength  of  Red  Cross  activities  is 
measured  by  general  Red  Cross  mem- 
bership, enrolled  annually  from 
November  11  to  28.

The  combination  that  Dixon  has 
worked  so  successfully  with  all  season 
has  been  that  of  Robinson  and  Eg- 
gertson,  farmer  Provo  High  school 
stars,  on  the  ends;  Griffiths  from 
Tooele  at  one  tackle,  and  earlier 
the  season  Nisonger,  last  year’s  all-

charging  personnel.  With  Biddulph, 
former  all-state  scholastic  quarter- 
back. directing  the  team,  Mattews  and 
P.  Wilson,  from  Jordan  and  Payson 
respectively,  doing  great  work  in  exe- 
cuting Dixon’s  open  plays,  and  Ernie 
Schober  varying  the  attack  with 
powerful  line  smashes,  the  Kittens  are 
always  to  be  depended  on  to  meet 
their  defensive  record  of  allowing 
but  one  touchdown  in  the  season 
speaks  for  itself. 

Big  Ernie  Schober,  formerly  of 
Murray  and  of  the  University  . of 
Utah  freshman,  received  a nose  in- 
jury in  the  Utah  frosh  game  which 
has  been  healing  slowly.
